“This may mean providing for 
your own shelter, first aid, food, 
water, and sanitation. Discuss 
with your family or household 
what you would do in the event 
of a disaster. Teach children how 
to respond to emergencies. Give 
them a sense of what to expect. 
It is encouraged that adults 
explain the dangers of fire, 
severe weather, power outages, 
or any type of disaster.” 

For years, many people living 
in earthquake-prone areas like 
California have prepared and 
keep fresh earthquake disaster 
kits because the natural disaster 
often leaves residents without 
electricity, natural gas and run- 
ning water for various periods of 
time. , 

No matter where one resides, 
such a kit is a smart thing to have 
around because disasters happen 
all across our country. 

The kit should contain: non- 
perishable high energy food that 


requires little or no preparation: 
bottled water enough for three 
days; a flashlight with fresh bat- 
teries and an extra supply of bat- 
teries; emergency candles and at 
least one book of matches; a 
week’s supply of any prescrip- 
tion medication needed by mem- 
bers of your household; a first aid 
kit; and a battery-operated radio 
and spare batteries to help keep 
you in touch with important news 
and announcements. 

Other recommendations to 


, consider when keeping your 


family prepared for an emer- 
gency: 
¢ Develop a household disaster 


plan; -have a meeting to discuss 


what family members will do. 
Plan to work together as a team. 

* Have available a list of emer- 
gency contact telephone num- 
bers, including fire, police,.and 
local hospitals. Keep your cellu- 
lar phone charged if possible. 

* Be observant of any suspi- 
cious activity and report it to 
authorities. The very nature of 
terrorism suggests there may be 
little or no warning. 


* Work together with your 
local school to ensure emergency 


. procedures are in place. 


* Apartment residents should 
discuss emergency procedures 
with their building managers. 

* Talk to your neighbors to dis- 
cuss how you can help each other 
in the event of a disaster.

Mr. Hollowell will keep his 
daytime job in a big statewide 
law firm, and Mr. Brewer will 
keep his full time paid job run- 
ning the nuts and bolts of the 
State party on a day to day basis - 
- which he has been doing for 
several years.

When a political party holds 
the governorship, the power of 
that party’s chair usually dimin- 
ishes rapidly. The chair usually 
is a mere water carrier for the 
governor. 

The sitting governor usually 
runs the party from the gover- 
nor’s office, with the governor’s 
staff and supporters doing much 


of the nitty gritty of every day 


politics, in a very. friendly 
arrangement. 

_ That’s the way long-serving 
Democrat G. Mennen Williams 
used to do things, and that’s the 
way long-serving Republican 
John Engler operated, too. 

With Mark Brewer as full time 
paid “executive chair,” Governor 
Granholm may have to trim her 
sails even more. 

She issued a statement that the 
new Hollowell-Brewer set up 
“speaks to inclusion, partnership 
and outreach.” 

Not really. What it peaks to is 
the notion that big labor won't 
give up its hold on the party’s 
inner structure, and chooses to 
tolerate rather than embrace the 
new Democratic governor.

Threat of war fracturing solid alliances 


To the editor, ’ 

I ran across this the other day 
and thought it was well worth 
sharing. It’s a part of a speech 
by U.S. Senator Robert Byrd 
on the present Bush adminis- 
, tration (delivered onithe Senate 
floor, February 12, 2003), 

“To contemplate “war is’ to 
think about the most horrible of 
human experiences. On this 
February day, as this nation 
stands at the brink of battle, 
every American on some level 
must be contemplating the hor- 
rors of war. 

“Yet, this Chamber is, for the 
most part, silent -- ominously, 
dreadfully silent. There is no 
debate, no discussion, no 
attempt to lay out for the nation 
the pros and cons of this partic- 
ular war. There is nothing. 


“We stand passively mute in- 


the United States Senate, para- 
lyzed by our own uncertainty, 
seemingly stunned by the sheer 
turmoil of events. Only on the 
editorial pages of our newspa- 
pers is there much substantive 
discussion of the prudence or 
imprudence of engaging in this 
particular war. 

“And this is no small confla- 
gration we contemplate. This 
is no simple attempt to de-fang 
a villain. No. This coming bat- 
tle, if it materializes, represents 
a turing point in U.S. foreign 
policy and possibly a turning 
point in the recent history of 
the world. 


“This nation is about to 
embark upon the first test of a 
revolutionary doctrine applied 
in an extraordinary way ai an 
unfortunate time. The doctrine 
of preemption -- the idea that 
the United States.or any. other 
nation can legitimately attack a 
‘nation that is not imminently 
threatening but may be threat- 
ening in the future -- is a radi- 
cal new twist on the traditional 
idea of self-defense. 

“It appears to be in contra- 
vention of international law 
and the U.N. Charter. And it is 
being tested at a time of world- 
wide terrorism, making many 
countries around the globe 
wonder if they will soon be on 
our -- or some other nation’s -- 
hit list. 

“High level administration 
figures recently refused to take 
nuclear weapons off of the 
table when discussing a possi- 
‘ble attack against Iraq. What 
could be more destabilizing 
and unwise than this type of 
uncertainty, particularly in a 
world where globalism has tied 
the vital economic and security 
interests of many nations so 
closely together? 

“There are huge cracks 
emerging in our time-honored 
alliances, and U.S. intentions 
are suddenly subject to damag- 
ing worldwide speculation. — 

“Anti-Americanism based on 
mistrust, misinformation, sus- 
picion, and alarming rhetoric

from U.S. leaders is fracturing 


the once solid alliance against 


global terrorism which existed 
after September 11.” 

It is still not too late to let our 
Representatives and President 
know what we think about a 
potential war. Violence begets 
violence.

In the 
three working days between the 
meeting in Frederic, and the 
school board meeting in 
Grayling, there was not ample

ine the budget and eliminate i1 


percent of non-essential items 
needed to keep all schools open. 


The school board and superin- 
tendent had been given a list of 
35 questions to answer regarding 
things that might affect closure 
of Frederic Elementary. They 
were given ample time (until 
February 5} to find answers to 
these questions. I, among others, 
was shocked to see the arrogance 


shown by some board members, 


in facial gestures and tone of 
voice. 

In addition, answers were 
vague and evasive. Example: 
Question 14 - 
Crawford-AuSable compare to 
like districts for number of 
employees, and administration 
pay scale?” Answer: “We’re on 
the high end of the scale.” We 
were given no specifics as to 
administration costs. We, were 
given the figure of $578 per stu- 
dent. Confusing? Evasive? 
Yes!!' How can one arrive at a 
per student ratio without know- 
ing administration salaries? 

‘At this February 5 meeting, 
besides suggesting an 11 percent 
cut in each Crawford-AuSable 
schoo}! to avoid closing Frederic 
Elementary, Maple Forest 
Township Supervisor, Mark 
Kniss showed the board blue- 
prints of a large subdivision of 
individual homes that is in the 
second stage of construction 
within five miles of Frederic. 
Frederic Elementary was includ- 
ed in the builder’s Master Plan.

10 would preempt news of input 
given at the meeting held on 
February 5 in Frederic. News of 
the first meeting would not be 
printed, as it would be irrelevant 
to the outcome. , 

Obviously, the out of sight, out 
of mind mentality of the 
Crawford-AuSable School 
Board prevails. 

There: is no diversity: on our 
present school board. All mem- 
bers are from Grayling. . (One 
board member, Jim Tobin, who 
voted not to close. Frederic 
Elementary, lives in Grayling, 
but has lived in Frederic, and has 
walked in our shoes. We appre- 
ciate Jim and other friends in the 
county who have shown support 
for continuing our historic 
school in Frederic.) 

Though the school board and 
superintendent believe Crawford 
County to be a part of Grayling,

Emergency Tooth Injury Tips Every Parent Should Know 


Children under the age of 15 account for 75 percent of all lost, broken, loosened or chipped teeth, 
with two-thirds of tooth trauma occurring outdoors. Advances in dental care have greatly increased the 
odds that injured teeth can be placed or repaired, but parents must act quickly in these emergency situ- 
ations. , 

What is most Haporaitl to remember when dealing with a tooth injury such as a broken, chipped or 
lost tooth is the timing. Following the initial impact, the tooth begins to gradually die within 15 to 30 
minutes. Sceking immediate dental care is critical after any tooth trauma. 

Most tooth injuries are characterized by damage done to the two primary tissue structures: the hard 
tissue of the tooth and the soft tissue, or pulp, located inside the tooth, Often when a child receives a 
blow to the mouth, he or she does not suffer from any visible tooth damage but still may have damaged 
soft tissue inside the tooth. In such cases, teeth often begin to turn pink and then slowly turn gray. 

Following are some precautions and tips to keep in mind when faced with chipped, broken or 
knocked-out teeth: 

* Prepare for an emergency by posting the telephone numbers of dental professionals in an accessi- 
ble, visible place, such as on the refrigerator. 

* Find all parts of the chipped tooth and remember to handle the tooth by the top, not the 
root, 

*Do nat clean or handle the tooth unnecessarily. 

* Reinsert the tooth into the socket, if possible, If the tooth cannot be reinserted, place it in 
acup of milk or water. 

* See the dentist immedtately. 

For chiJdren with broken braces or wires, cover sharp or protruding portions with cotton 
j balls, gauze, or chewing gum. D not remove any wires stuck in the gums, cheek, or tonguc, 
j} Instead, leave the broken pieces to be fixed by an orthodontist or dentist.

Hanson Hills Winter Sports Park is a 
mecca of winter fun offering 11 slopes 
for downhill skiing, 35 km. of cross 
country terrain, ice skating, snowshoe- 
ing, tubing, horse drawn sleigh rides, 
lessons, rentals, and a snack bar. Two 
lodges provide shelter for weary winter 
activists and in the Main Lodge, our 
snack bar produces very tasty treats. 
Hanson Hills has a rich history of activ- 
ity and controversy.-Opened in 1929, it 
was the first downhill ski area in Michigan and 
the second to open in the Midwest. The 
“Snowtrains” brought many people to Grayling 
where they would board flat bed trucks for the 
ride to what was then called the “Grayling Winter 
Sports Park.” The Michigan Snow Queens were 
crowned and honored at the annual Winter 
Carnival, famous for the elaborate ice sculptures 
built by local people. The old toboggan run was 
an attraction that thrilled many. Another exciting 
attraction was the 66 ft. Ski j jump that was built in 
1934. 

Hanson Hills was willed to the State of Michigan 
by Rasmus Hanson for military or recreational 
use and is still controlled by the State of 
Michigan’s Military Board. It was during the time 
when the area was called “Bear Mountain” that 


great growth was seen and the ski resort had 22 | 


slopes’ for downhill skiing, the ‘“Polehedron” 

hotel, the “Little Smokey Railroad,’ and the 

“Fred Bear Museum” were all a. big part of the. 
excitement at what we now know as “Hanson 

Hills Recreation Area and Winter Sports Park.” 

When the heirs to the Hanson Estate found pri- 

vate individuals making money on the property 

they attempted to take the land back. Their reason 

for the action was that the lease stipulated that the 

land was to be used only on a non-profit basis. 

The Bear Mountain Area was ordered “boarded 

up” in 1973 by Judge Roth. The hotel and lifts 

were clisassembled and sold, the Fred Bear 

Museum, Little Smokey Railroad, the Pine Knoll 

Campground, the House of Flavors Ice Cream 

Store and Dillons’ horseback riding stables all 

closed also. 

Volunteers came forward that winter to try to 
keep a few hills open for children to downhill ski. 
It was soon after this that Grayling Recreation 
Authority was established as a result of a lot of 
volunteer work. With the cooperation of the 
Michigan National Guard and the State Military 
Board, a special law was made to allot the

No matter where one resides, 
such a kit is a smart thing to have 
around because disasters happen 
all across our country. 

The kit should contain: non- 
perishable high energy food that 


requires little or no preparation: 
bottled water enough for three 
days; a flashlight with fresh bat- 
teries and an extra supply of bat- 
teries; emergency candles and at 
least one book of matches; a 
week’s supply of any prescrip- 
tion medication needed by mem- 
bers of your household; a first aid 
kit; and a battery-operated radio 
and spare batteries to help keep 
you in touch with important news 
and announcements. 

Other recommendations to 


, consider when keeping your 


family prepared for an emer- 
gency: 
¢ Develop a household disaster 


plan; -have a meeting to discuss 


what family members will do. 
Plan to work together as a team. 

* Have available a list of emer- 
gency contact telephone num- 
bers, including fire, police,.and 
local hospitals. Keep your cellu- 
lar phone charged if possible. 

* Be observant of any suspi- 
cious activity and report it to 
authorities.

of the nitty gritty of every day 


politics, in a very. friendly 
arrangement. 

_ That’s the way long-serving 
Democrat G. Mennen Williams 
used to do things, and that’s the 
way long-serving Republican 
John Engler operated, too. 

With Mark Brewer as full time 
paid “executive chair,” Governor 
Granholm may have to trim her 
sails even more.

Threat of war fracturing solid alliances 


To the editor, ’ 

I ran across this the other day 
and thought it was well worth 
sharing. It’s a part of a speech 
by U.S. Senator Robert Byrd 
on the present Bush adminis- 
, tration (delivered onithe Senate 
floor, February 12, 2003), 

“To contemplate “war is’ to 
think about the most horrible of 
human experiences. On this 
February day, as this nation 
stands at the brink of battle, 
every American on some level 
must be contemplating the hor- 
rors of war. 

“Yet, this Chamber is, for the 
most part, silent -- ominously, 
dreadfully silent. There is no 
debate, no discussion, no 
attempt to lay out for the nation 
the pros and cons of this partic- 
ular war. There is nothing. 


“We stand passively mute in- 


the United States Senate, para- 
lyzed by our own uncertainty, 
seemingly stunned by the sheer 
turmoil of events. Only on the 
editorial pages of our newspa- 
pers is there much substantive 
discussion of the prudence or 
imprudence of engaging in this 
particular war. 

“And this is no small confla- 
gration we contemplate. This 
is no simple attempt to de-fang 
a villain. No. This coming bat- 
tle, if it materializes, represents 
a turing point in U.S. foreign 
policy and possibly a turning 
point in the recent history of 
the world. 


“This nation is about to 
embark upon the first test of a 
revolutionary doctrine applied 
in an extraordinary way ai an 
unfortunate time. The doctrine 
of preemption -- the idea that 
the United States.or any. other 
nation can legitimately attack a 
‘nation that is not imminently 
threatening but may be threat- 
ening in the future -- is a radi- 
cal new twist on the traditional 
idea of self-defense. 

“It appears to be in contra- 
vention of international law 
and the U.N. Charter. And it is 
being tested at a time of world- 
wide terrorism, making many 
countries around the globe 
wonder if they will soon be on 
our -- or some other nation’s -- 
hit list. 

“High level administration 
figures recently refused to take 
nuclear weapons off of the 
table when discussing a possi- 
‘ble attack against Iraq. What 
could be more destabilizing 
and unwise than this type of 
uncertainty, particularly in a 
world where globalism has tied 
the vital economic and security 
interests of many nations so 
closely together? 

“There are huge cracks 
emerging in our time-honored 
alliances, and U.S. intentions 
are suddenly subject to damag- 
ing worldwide speculation. — 

“Anti-Americanism based on 
mistrust, misinformation, sus- 
picion, and alarming rhetoric

from U.S. leaders is fracturing 


the once solid alliance against 


global terrorism which existed 
after September 11.” 

It is still not too late to let our 
Representatives and President 
know what we think about a 
potential war. Violence begets 
violence.

In the 
three working days between the 
meeting in Frederic, and the 
school board meeting in 
Grayling, there was not ample 


_ time for the schoo] board mem- 


bers, superintendent and any 
other officials to sincerely exam- 
ine the budget and eliminate i1 


percent of non-essential items 
needed to keep all schools open. 


The school board and superin- 
tendent had been given a list of 
35 questions to answer regarding 
things that might affect closure 
of Frederic Elementary. They 
were given ample time (until 
February 5} to find answers to 
these questions. I, among others, 
was shocked to see the arrogance 


shown by some board members, 


in facial gestures and tone of 
voice. 

In addition, answers were 
vague and evasive. Example: 
Question 14 - 
Crawford-AuSable compare to 
like districts for number of 
employees, and administration 
pay scale?” Answer: “We’re on 
the high end of the scale.” We 
were given no specifics as to 
administration costs. We, were 
given the figure of $578 per stu- 
dent. Confusing? Evasive? 
Yes!!' How can one arrive at a 
per student ratio without know- 
ing administration salaries? 

‘At this February 5 meeting, 
besides suggesting an 11 percent 
cut in each Crawford-AuSable 
schoo}! to avoid closing Frederic 
Elementary, Maple Forest 
Township Supervisor, Mark 
Kniss showed the board blue- 
prints of a large subdivision of 
individual homes that is in the 
second stage of construction 
within five miles of Frederic. 
Frederic Elementary was includ- 
ed in the builder’s Master Plan. 

Why wasn’t the 11 percent cut 
considered? Why wasn’t con- 
struction of a new subdivision 
reason for Frederic Elementary 
to remain open? Why didn’t the 
board and superintendent do a 
community impact study? Why 


did the school board ignore the 


original consolidation agreement 
as well as the previous school 
board’s resolutions of 1991? 


How does 


Why did the board vote so 
quickly after the February 5 
meeting in Frederic? Were the 
board and superintendent eager 
to vote without the attendance of 
concerned citizens who had 
given input on February 5? They 
were certainly aware that a vote 


to close the school on February 


10 would preempt news of input 
given at the meeting held on 
February 5 in Frederic. News of 
the first meeting would not be 
printed, as it would be irrelevant 
to the outcome. , 

Obviously, the out of sight, out 
of mind mentality of the 
Crawford-AuSable School 
Board prevails. 

There: is no diversity: on our 
present school board. All mem- 
bers are from Grayling. . (One 
board member, Jim Tobin, who 
voted not to close. Frederic 
Elementary, lives in Grayling, 
but has lived in Frederic, and has 
walked in our shoes. We appre- 
ciate Jim and other friends in the 
county who have shown support 
for continuing our historic 
school in Frederic.) 

Though the school board and 
superintendent believe Crawford 
County to be a part of Grayling, 


that view is not shared by others © 


in our northern Michigan county. 
What's going to happen now? 
What

Emergency Tooth Injury Tips Every Parent Should Know 


Children under the age of 15 account for 75 percent of all lost, broken, loosened or chipped teeth, 
with two-thirds of tooth trauma occurring outdoors. Advances in dental care have greatly increased the 
odds that injured teeth can be placed or repaired, but parents must act quickly in these emergency situ- 
ations. , 

What is most Haporaitl to remember when dealing with a tooth injury such as a broken, chipped or 
lost tooth is the timing. Following the initial impact, the tooth begins to gradually die within 15 to 30 
minutes. Sceking immediate dental care is critical after any tooth trauma. 

Most tooth injuries are characterized by damage done to the two primary tissue structures: the hard 
tissue of the tooth and the soft tissue, or pulp, located inside the tooth, Often when a child receives a 
blow to the mouth, he or she does not suffer from any visible tooth damage but still may have damaged 
soft tissue inside the tooth. In such cases, teeth often begin to turn pink and then slowly turn gray. 

Following are some precautions and tips to keep in mind when faced with chipped, broken or 
knocked-out teeth: 

* Prepare for an emergency by posting the telephone numbers of dental professionals in an accessi- 
ble, visible place, such as on the refrigerator. 

* Find all parts of the chipped tooth and remember to handle the tooth by the top, not the 
root, 

*Do nat clean or handle the tooth unnecessarily. 

* Reinsert the tooth into the socket, if possible, If the tooth cannot be reinserted, place it in 
acup of milk or water. 

* See the dentist immedtately. 

For chiJdren with broken braces or wires, cover sharp or protruding portions with cotton 
j balls, gauze, or chewing gum. D not remove any wires stuck in the gums, cheek, or tonguc, 
j} Instead, leave the broken pieces to be fixed by an orthodontist or dentist.

Hanson Hills Winter Sports Park is a 
mecca of winter fun offering 11 slopes 
for downhill skiing, 35 km. of cross 
country terrain, ice skating, snowshoe- 
ing, tubing, horse drawn sleigh rides, 
lessons, rentals, and a snack bar. Two 
lodges provide shelter for weary winter 
activists and in the Main Lodge, our 
snack bar produces very tasty treats. 
Hanson Hills has a rich history of activ- 
ity and controversy.-Opened in 1929, it 
was the first downhill ski area in Michigan and 
the second to open in the Midwest. The 
“Snowtrains” brought many people to Grayling 
where they would board flat bed trucks for the 
ride to what was then called the “Grayling Winter 
Sports Park.” The Michigan Snow Queens were 
crowned and honored at the annual Winter 
Carnival, famous for the elaborate ice sculptures 
built by local people. The old toboggan run was 
an attraction that thrilled many. Another exciting 
attraction was the 66 ft. Ski j jump that was built in 
1934. 

Hanson Hills was willed to the State of Michigan 
by Rasmus Hanson for military or recreational 
use and is still controlled by the State of 
Michigan’s Military Board. It was during the time 
when the area was called “Bear Mountain” that 


great growth was seen and the ski resort had 22 | 


slopes’ for downhill skiing, the ‘“Polehedron” 

hotel, the “Little Smokey Railroad,’ and the 

“Fred Bear Museum” were all a. big part of the. 
excitement at what we now know as “Hanson 

Hills Recreation Area and Winter Sports Park.” 

When the heirs to the Hanson Estate found pri- 

vate individuals making money on the property 

they attempted to take the land back. Their reason 

for the action was that the lease stipulated that the 

land was to be used only on a non-profit basis. 

The Bear Mountain Area was ordered “boarded 

up” in 1973 by Judge Roth. The hotel and lifts 

were clisassembled and sold, the Fred Bear 

Museum, Little Smokey Railroad, the Pine Knoll 

Campground, the House of Flavors Ice Cream 

Store and Dillons’ horseback riding stables all 

closed also. 

Volunteers came forward that winter to try to 
keep a few hills open for children to downhill ski. 
It was soon after this that Grayling Recreation 
Authority was established as a result of a lot of 
volunteer work. With the cooperation of the 
Michigan National Guard and the State Military 
Board, a special law was made to allot the
